After 
Hogan pinned Slaughter to win the 
bout, Hogan invited special referee Sid 
Justice back to the ring for the usual 
postbout posedown.

Reportedly, Warrior was so angered 
by the snub that he packed his bags 
and left the arena. The next day, mem- 
bers of the press as well as WWF offi- 
cials tried to contact Warrior, but he 
was nowhere to be found. 

“Warrior felt he deserved to be a 
part of the postmatch celebration,’’ 
said a source. “The guy didn’t even 


shower—he just took off. | could tell 
he was mad—rea/ly mad. And when 
the Warrior is in that kind of a mood, 
there’s just no talking to him.” 
Hopefully, Warrior’s decision to bolt 
the WWF is just a temporary one. How- 
ever, with so much competition for 
Hogan's title looming in the coming 
weeks in the persons of former WCW 
World champion Rie Flair, The War- 
lord, and perhaps even Justice, War-

Continuing the comeback that he 
hopes will lead him back to the WCW 
World title, Sting defeated WCW TV 
champion “Stunning” Steve Austin 
in the final match of a one-night tour- 
nament to fill the vacant U.S. champi- 
onship on August 25 in Atlanta. In one 


of the greatest performances of the 
“Stinger's’’ career, the popular Califor- 
nian defeated Arn Anderson and 
The Diamond Studd jn the first two 
rounds, and then had to overcome a 
serious disadvantage as the Studd and 
Austin attacked him before the final. 

‘But nothing was going to keep me 
away from this title,” said a weary 
Sting after he rolled up Austin with a 
reverse cradle to win the champion- 
ship, which had been declared vacant 
when Lex Luger won the WCW World 
title at The Great American Bash. 
‘Now, I've won all three WCW singles 
belts—the World title, the U.S. title, 
and the TV title. Best of all, this 
makes me the number-one contender 
to the World title again. There's no way 
that Luger can avoid me for long 


Luger, however, claims he has better 
things to do than worry about Sting 
right now. 

“My old partner has a big mouth, 


but he doesn’t know what he’s talking 
about,’’ said the arrogant World cham- 
pion. “At this point, I've got Ron 
Simmons breathing down my neck, 
and he’s been a good opponent. And 
in addition to him, I've got more 
matcnes set against Barry Windham 
and Bobby Eaton. Sting can take a 
number.”’ 

Luger puts up a brave front, but in 
his heart he realizes he can’t avoid 
Sting forever. The impending Hogan- 
Flair matches are going to be great 
ones, but a series pitting former friends 
Luger and Sting against each other 
could be just as explosive. 

| had a great time at the second 
annual ‘Weekend of Champions’’ 
wrestling fans convention on August 
24 and 25 in Queens, New York. The 
event's promoter, John Arezzi, put 
together a once-in-a-lifetime array of 
talent for wrestling boosters to meet, 
including former world champions Ric 
Flair, Lou Thesz, Bruno Sammar- 
tino, Superstar Graham, and Fab- 
ulous Moolah. Quite an event!

Somehow, a new Christopher 
Love-managed giant named The 
Dragon Master defeated Jerry 
Lawler to win the USWA title on Au- 
gust 26 at the Mid-South Coliseum in 
Memphis. It marked the second time 
in a month that “The King’’ lost his 
belt, as Awesome Kong defeated 
Lawler on July 29 to win the title be- 
fore Lawler regained it two weeks later. 
Is something wrong with Lawler? 


AWESOME KONG 

“There's nothing wrong with me that 
the officials can’t prevent,’’ said an 
angry Lawler after his latest loss. 
“First, | had that no-account Reggie 
B. Fine hounding me, and now I’ve 
got this fat fruitcake Love sticking his 
nose in my business. Well, USWA fans 
don’t have to worry about me at all. 
Give me a fair match against Dragon 
Master, and I'll run him right out of 
town the same way | did with Kong."’ 

After The Patriot returned the 
Global North American belt following 
his controversial win in the initial tour- 
nament, the masked star won the belt 
in earnest on August 23 in Dallas, 


again pinning Al Perez—this time, 
without Perez’ leg on the rope. 

‘| won't accept a victory unless it's 
clean and decisive,"’ said Patriot, 
whose act of sportsmanship was re- 
markable. The sport could use a few 
more men like this guy, don’t you 
think? 

“Genius” Lanny Poffo is back in 
the WWF. He’s the new manager of 
The Beverly Brothers, who released 
“Coach” John Tolos from his du- 
ties, as did former Intercontinental 
champion Curt Hennig. Tolos’ next 
stop? Who knows? ... “Hot Stuff” 
Eddie Gilbert is back, and he’s rais- 
ing hell in Global... Jimmy Valiant 
has returned to the USWA ... Brian 
Pillman was reinstated by WCW offi- 
cials after the federation received thou- 
sands of cards and letters requesting 
his return. It’s like I’ve said all along— 
the fans have the rea/ power in this 
sport.

HEY'RE AT IT again. The 

legislators looking to cut into 
their state's budget deficits have 
found a quick fix. The moralists 
are closing their eyes. They're try- 
ing to ruin our sports! 

The talk, again, is of legalizing 
sports gambling. There is already 
legalized sports gambling in Las 
Vegas, but it’s illegal everywhere 
else. Of course, illegal gambling is 
a fact of life, but it carries an en- 
coded moral message: This is 
wrong. This is dangerous. 

Legalized sports gambling 
would be a mistake. It is the 
wrong way to attempt to reduce 
budget deficits. It would be a very 
good way to turn professional and 
collegiate sports into parimutuel 
events. And |'m afraid that wres- 
tling would be touched, too. 

At the present time. it is almost 
impossible to even bet illegally on 
a professional wrestling match. 
There are so many going on ev- 
ery day and the matches change 
so often that it would become a 
nightmare for the illegal 
bookmakers. 

But with government interven- 
tion and control, legalized gam- 
bling on wrestling would be a pos- 
sibility. Behind the dressing room 
door, this isn’t an eventuality the 
wrestlers are looking forward to. 

And believe me: Legalized 
sports gambling wil/ happen. 

“I'd prefer they didn’t do it,” 
said Bobby Eaton. “You know, 
there are enough problems in 
sports these days without adding 
gambling. Sure, | know people 
gamble on sports, but it’s illegal 
and | think legalizing gambling 
would send out the wrong 
message. 

“The problem from my stand- 
point is that people would start

At 
SummerSlam ’91, the Garden acted as a wedding chapel 
for Randy Savage and Elizabeth. That’s just not right. 
The Garden isn’t a wedding chapel. It’s a sports arena. At 
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SummerSlam ’91, Hogan stood in the ring with Sid Jus- 
tice and posed for what seemed like hours. It’s no longer 
the wrestling that gets people going. It’s the show. The 
Legion of Doom, who will always be The Road Warriors 
to me, finally won the WWF World tag team belts, which 
was the best news of the night. Now Hawk and Animal 
have won the world titles in all three federations—the 
WWE, WCW (NWA), and the old AWA—and it’s some- 
thing they have a right to be proud of. They’re the right 
team to do it. But they did it here, and I don’t know 
about you, but The Road Warriors are Kiel Auditorium,

But by the 
time the year drew to a close, the 
partners in the Express—Lane and 
Bobby Eaton—took radically different 
career paths. 

When Lane and Comette chose to 
leave WCW following a contract dis- 
pute, Eaton opted to remain with the 
federation. For the first time in nearly 
a decade, “Beautiful” Bobby was a solo 
wrestler—and relished it. By May 
1991, Eaton had defeated no less a 
competitor than Am Anderson to win 
the WCW TV title. Even though Ea- 
ton lost the championship to Steve 
Austin two months later, he had estab- 
lished himself as one of the federa- 
tion’s most popular competitors.

“Tt felt good to have a belt around 
my waist again,” said Lane in a 
shockingly frank locker room conversa- 
tion recently. “Collette was a good

kid—but then we left Virginia. Why? I 
don’t know—ask the genius over 
there.” 

Lane pointed at Cornette. Its not 
hard to figure his frustration. After the 
stint in Virginia, Lane made only spo- 
radic appearances in independent fed- 
erations across the country. Comette 
claimed it was exactly the kind of life 
Lane wanted. 

“It’s like a working vacation,” the 
quick-witted Comette often told the 
press. “Stan’s getting plenty of beach 
time with all the beach bunnies he can 
get his hands on. Hey, after three 
years of solid tag teaming, Stanley 
wants a little rest. He deserves it—and 
so do I” 

To all appearances, everything 
seemed fine. The only trouble was, 
Lane wasn't looking to slow down. In 
fact, it was only at Lane’s insistence 
that he was entered in the recent tour- 
naments for the newly created Global 
TV and North American 
championships. 

“T couldn’t believe it when Cornette 
said he was too busy for those tour- 
neys,” said Lane angrily. “Too busy? 
For two major titles in an important 
new federation? I know Jimbo's been 
busy as an announcer for the LPWA, 
but he’s got to get his priorities 
straight. I told him I was entering 
those tournaments—and that meant ei- 
ther with him or without him.” 

Comette accompanied Lane to the 
Global Dome for the tournaments, but 
Lane probably wishes his manager had 
stayed home. In both tourneys, Lane 
was pinned by newcomer The Patri- 
ot—and in both cases, it was a foulup 
by Comette that preceded the pinfall. 
After the matches, Lane openly ripped 
his manager on national television. 

“| told Stan it was a mistake to 
enter those tourmeys,” said Comette 
after the North American tournament 
was completed. “Stan’s a great talent, 
but he’s spent the majority of his time 
in tag teams. That’s the venue where 
‘Sweet’ Stan really shines.” 

Unfortunately for Lane, Comette did 
form a new tag team—The “New” 
Midnight Express consisting of Lane

WCW (and other federations) 
wants to be a member of The 
York Foundation. 

Fat chance, boys. My require- 
ments to even be considered as a 
member of my elite Foundation 
are so stringent, so demanding, 
and so ngid that most wrestlers 
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can't come close to making the 
cut. A York Foundation wrestler 
must be intelligent but cunning, in- 
dependent yet willing to take or- 
ders, and athletic but not overmus- 
cled supermen, They must be a 
combination of everything that 
makes champions in both the 
sports and business worlds, 

Take Thomas Rich, for example. 
I know that many of you idiot fans 
believed this man was just a 
bumpkin from Tennessee, a 
washed-up, burned-out relic of the 
early-’80s. But after sitting down 
and conversing with Mr. Rich, I 
soon realized that just because he 
was from the South didn’t mean he 
couldn't be totally remade—his 
look, his demeanor, his ring style. 
Now, thanks to my system (not to 
mention my computer), he’s on the 
kind of winning streak he hasn't 
had in a decade. After this kind of 
success, how can anyone dare 
question my methods? 

The York Foundation has be- 
come so powerful and influential 
that I can now afford to sell off a 
spare part now and again. When I 
started out in 1990, Mr. Hughes 
was our bodyguard, and he did an 
excellent job. But when Harley 
Race offered me a king’s ransom 
for his services, I could afford to 
let him go, because I knew I had 
Rich coming in. See how it works? 
We lose a piece, we gain a piece, 
but at the same time, we gain a 
fortune.

KOKO B. WARE vs. KATO 

This opening match was not 
shown on the national pay-per-view 
telecast, but it surely wasn’t lacking 
for excitement. The popular Ware, as 
always, showed up at the arena ac- 
companied by his pet parrot, 
Frankie, which delighted young fans 
throughout the Garden, His oppo- 
nent, the masked Japanese star Kato 
of The Orient Express, was accompa- 
nied by manager Mr. Fuji, which dis- 
gusted fans of all ages. 

Even the presence of the sinister 
Fuji was not enough to counter the 
talents of the high-flying Ware. Early 
on, Kato tried to subdue his upbeat 
foe with karate thrusts and chops, 
but Ware used his agility to stay out 
of the line of fire. Ware used a su- 
plex to pin his outwitted foe at the 
6:03 mark and get SummerSlam off 
to a blazing start.

ring with Power & Glory—Hercules 
and Roma—a team that hadn't 
scored an important victory in 
months. A loss in this bout could 
stunt the hot streak of Warlord, the 
360-pound Chicago native that had 
worked his way into contention for 
Hulk Hogan’s WWF World title. 
Warlord and Power & Glory actu- 
ally enjoyed the advantage during 
the early part of the bout, as War- 
lord’s incredible power brought both 
Von Erich and Smith to their knees. 
However, both the “Texas Tornado” 
and the “British Bulldog” fought 
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back gamely against Hercules and 
Roma, sending the rulebreakers run- 
ning from the ring to regroup. 

In the end, it turned out to be 
Steamboat’s night to shine. “The 
Dragon” has lusted to show WWF 
fans that his skills have not dimin- 
ished since he held the WCW World 
title two years ago, and in this match 
he certainly proved the point. As all 
six men brawled in the center of the 
ring, the Hawaiian star climbed to 
the top turnbuckle and caught Roma 
with an amazing flying bodypress to 
capture the pinfall at the 10:43 mark. 


THE NATURAL DISASTERS vs. THE 
BUSHWHACKERS 

This match turned out to be a di- 
saster for the badly overmatched 
Luke Williams and Butch Miller. But 
how many teams can stand up to 
the 869-pound assault of Jimmy 
Hart's incredible duo of Earthquake 
and Typhoon? 

The massive pair had been on a 
hot streak entering this match, cap- 
turing victories over The Bushwhack- 
ers on previous cards. Realizing they 
needed assistance against this in- 
credible force, Miller and Williams 
invited Andre the Giant to ringside 
for this bout—even though Andre 
had been crippled by knee surgery 
and could only walk with the aid of 
metal crutches. 

Andre should have stayed home— 
and so should have The Bushwhack- 
ers. Early on, the match took on 
more the feel of a midget match 
than a serious athletic contest, as 
Miller and Williams befuddled the 
rulebreakers with their comical an- 
tics. But with the immobile Andre 
only able to look on with disgust, 
Earthquake caught Williams with an 
“earthquake” splash to win the 
match in only 6:27. 

Interestingly, the match’s most im- 
portant moment took place after the 
pinfall when Earthquake and Ty- 
phoon threatened the helpless An- 
dre. The Legion of Doom rushed 
from the dressing room to protect 
the Giant, setting the tone for possi- 
ble future LOD-Disasters skirmishes. 


VIRGIL vs. TED DiBIASE 

For the former valet, Virgil, this 
bout was doubly important. If he 
could defeat the ‘Million-Dollar 
Man,” he'd establish himself as a 
true wrestler, not merely a ringside 
helper. In addition, the winner of 
the match would control DiBiase’s 
gold- and diamond-adorned “million- 
dollar belt,” which is reportedly val- 
ued at exactly that amount. 

A charged-up Virgil attacked DiBi- 
ase before the bell, pulling him from 
the middle turnbuckle and sending 
him soaring over the top rope with a 


brutal clothesline. 

Sensational Sherri, realizing her 
man DiBiase was in trouble, raced 
into the ring and belted Virgil in the 
head with her lead-lined purse as Di- 
Biase held Virgil in his “million-dollar 
dream” sleeperhold. Referee Dave 
Hebner ordered Sherri back to the 
dressing room, then ordered the 
match to continue. 

It appeared that DiBiase would re- 
tain his garish belt after Hebner was 
knocked out following a collision 
with Virgil. With Virgil and Hebner 
rolling about the canvas, DiBiase 
walked to the far corner of the ring 
and pulled off a protective turnbuck- 
le pad. DiBiase then lifted Virgil off

The fans were 
looking for a hard-fought struggle 
between two of the most technically 
proficient men in the sport, and 
that’s exactly what they got. 

Hennig and Hart traded the ad- 
vantage what seemed dozens of 
times. Hennig, as usual, had manag- 
er John Tolos at ringside for moral 
support. But Hart had someone real- 
ly special—his parents, Stu and Hel- 
en Hart—in the stands to cheer him 
on in this important contest. 

The final seven minutes of this 
match were classic. At one point, 
Hennig blasted Hart with two atomic 
drops, several suplexes, head-first 
runs into the ring corner, and even 
his “perfectplex” finisher—but Hart 
kicked out of every pin attempt. 

Likewise, Hart tried everything in 
his arsenal to pin Hennig, including 
a Russian legsweep, backbreaker, 
and a flying fistdrop, but Curt kicked 
out every time. 

Later, Hennig focused his atten- 
tion on Hart’s legs. “Mr. Perfect’’ 
smashed Hart's leg with a legdrop. 
But when he tried the same move a 
second time, Hart grabbed Hennig’s 
right leg, scissored it, and 
maneuvered Hennig into his “sharp- 
shooter” version of the scorpion leg- 
lock. Shockingly, Hennig immediate- 
ly submitted, giving Hart the victory 
at the 18:04 mark. 

Following the bout, Hennig, per- 
haps noting how successful Hart has 
become on his own, fired “Coach” 
Tolos. 


THE LEGION OF DOOM 
vs. THE NASTY BOYS 


This no-disqualification match was 
the perfect forum for Animal and 
Hawk to batter Brian Knobs and Jer- 
ry Sags without fear of retribution 
from officials. The former Road War- 
riors went into the match angry 
about several disputed decisions 
against the Nastys during the previ- 
ous five months. After this match 
was completed, however, there was 
no question about who the true

Surprisingly to some, Sags and 
Knobs held the advantage during the 
early going, but a tactical error by 
manager Jimmy Hart turned the 
bout into a fiasco for the Nastys. As 
all four men battled in the ring, 
Hawk threw Knobs to the arena 
floor. Hart raced over to assist 
Knobs, but Hawk had followed 
Knobs out of the ring. 

Hawk grabbed Hart, spun him 
around, and kicked him in the stom- 
ach. The force of the blow caused 
Hart to lose control of his fiberglass 
motorcycle helmet, which landed in 
Hawk’s hands. 

The huge Chicago _ brawler 
smashed the helmet in Knobs’ face, 
then climbed to the apron and 
crashed the helmet on the back of 
Sags’ head. Animal lifted the dazed 
Sags onto his shoulders, and Hawk 
blasted him with a clothesline from 
the top turnbuckle. When Animal 
scored the pin at the 7:45 mark, it 
made the LOD the first team in 
wrestling history to hold the World 
tag team titles of the AWA, WCW, 
and WWF.

In the main event, Hogan and the 
Warrior easily defeated the anti- 
American trio when Hogan pinned 
Slaughter after throwing a handful of 
powder in the former Marine drill 
instructor’s face and following up 
with a legdrop at the 12:40 mark. 
The biggest news of this event, how- 
ever, came before and after the actu- 
al match. 

The first man in the ring was spe- 
cial referee Sid Justice, who received 
the loudest cheers of the evening. 
The 6'8” former Skyscraper had 
pledged to remain neutral, and did 
just that—even when he had 
flareups with members of both 
teams. 

After Justice counted the final pin- 
fall and departed for the referees’ 
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dressing room, something remark- 
able happened. Hogan called Justice 
back into the ring, and together the 
pair of huge superstars engaged in 
an immensely popular posedown. It 
was clear that although he has only 
appeared in a handful of matches in 
the WWE, Justice has become one of 
the federation’s biggest stars. 
Another important factor in the 
match was that after the Warrior had 
chased Adnan and Mustafa back to 
the dressing room late in the match, 
he did not return to the ring—even 
to take part in the posedown. Re- 
portedly, Warrior has left the WWF, 
and the fans’ reaction to Justice may 
have been a determining factor.

They will be there when Simmons 
becomes the first black world champi- 
on in wrestling history. They will be 
there—a part of Simmons—when he 
beats Luger for the WCW World title. 

Its going to happen. It’s a predic- 
tion we feel safe in making. On Octo- 
ber 27, with a national pay-per-view 
audience watching the action from 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, Simmons will 
finally achieve his career goal. 

‘fm glad you're so confident,” 
Simmons said with a laugh when told 
of our prediction. “And you know, I'm 
confident, too, but it’s not a cocky 
kind of confidence. It’s the confidence 
of knowing that Im going to do my 
best and that my best is going to be 
good enough. I know I’m as good as 
any man.” 

It hasn’t always seemed that way. 
Luger and Simmons started their ca- 
reers in Florida back in 1985, but the 
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spotlight always shone brightest on 
Luger. Simmons, an underrated wres- 
tler who wasn’t expected to do much, 
grew in the shadows of Luger. They 
were giant shadows. 

In 1987, Luger joined The Four 
Horsemen. Later that year, he won the 
US. title and contended for the World 
title. Over the following years, he 
would challenge often for the WCW 
World belt. He always failed, until fi- 
nally, at the Great American Bash in 
Baltimore, he beat Barry Windham to 
claim the title. 

But the victory was tainted and 
Luger knew it. A few weeks earlier, 
Ric Flair had been stripped of the 
WCW World title belt. So, while Luger 
was the new champion, he never de- 
feated the old champion. 

It is something that weighs heavily 
on Luger’s mind, even though he 
won't admit it. 

“T am the World champion,” Luger 
said. “Nobody can take that away from 
me. I beat Windham one-two-three, 
and anybody that says I'm not the best 
wrestler in WCW doesn’t know what

they're talking about.” 

Luger, however, is clearly less confi- 
dent than a wrestler should be. He 
knows he didn’t beat Flair. He knows 
he won a vacant title. And while advis- 
er Harley Race and bodyguard Mr. 
Hughes have formed an impressive alli- 
ance with Luger, it is clear that he is 
in the kind of situation that can only 
cost him the title. 

Luger works best on his own. He 
does not need a manager. He does not 
need a clique. He does not want to be 
told what to do. He wants to do what 
he wants to do. 

On the other hand, Simmons is 
wrestling with a clear conscience and a 
wide path. He has his personal free- 
dom. He has tremendous desire to be- 
come the sport's first black champion. 
He also wants to prove that he’s every 
bit as good as Luger. They have fol- 
lowed different but similar paths to the 
top; Simmons wants to prove his path 
is best. 

“It’s time for me to get my due, but 
first Im going to have to eam it,” 
Simmons said. “I've never asked for 
anything for nothing. Maybe when 
things weren’t going right for me with 
Doom, I seemed a little bitter, but 
that’s all in the past.” 

The initial battles between Simmons 
and Luger have been feeling-out pro- 
cesses. Neither man is willing to give 
away too much. They are also unwill- 
ing to make a drastic mistake. It is 
almost as if they are working—getting 
ready—for that one decisive 
showdown. 

The showdown that will occur at 
Halloween Havoc. 

It will be a best-of-three-falls match, 
so there should be no excuses for ei- 
ther man. It will pit Simmons, who is 
fresh and at the top of his game, 
against a man who is tired and has 
wrestled numerous grueling matches 
over the past few months. 

Finally, Simmons will score a victory 
for the common man, an all-American 
victory that will restore pride to the 
WCW World title.

T. O SAY IT all started at Clash of 
the Champions XV in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, would be an understate- 
ment. That would be ignoring 20 years 
of wrestling history, years during which 
Dick Slater and Dick Murdoch built a 
reputation as two of the toughest red- 
necks in the sport. 

So, when The Hardliners attacked 
Rick and Scott Steiner at the Clash 
and ended up fracturing Rick’s arm, 
they were merely practicing a trade 
they’d been working on for years. The 
Hardliners don’t deal in subtleties. 
They pound in their points. 

By any measure, the Clash attack 
was brutal. Slater and Murdoch did 
tremendous damage to Scott’s left bi- 
cep. Scott underwent surgery and was 
still on the sidelines at press time. And 
although they did little to further their 
cause of winning the WCW World tag 
team title, The Hardliners did ruin 
things for the Steiners, who were 
stripped of their belts for being unable 
to defend within the allotted 30-day 
period. 

That’s the way The Hardliners do 
business: straight ahead or from be- 
hind, never in circles and never with 
finesse. The Steiners can’t be blamed 
for getting attacked, but they should 
have seen it coming. 

And, of course, as one of the great- 
est tag teams of the day, the Steiners 
are always subject to attacks, especially 
by a team under the direction of Alex- 
ander York's devious York 
Foundation.

Seventy-five percent felt that it 
would be signed before Wrestle- 
Mania VIII. 

Sixty-three percent felt that Flair 
would defeat Hogan in a one-fall 
match, while 77 percent felt Flair 
would defeat Hogan in a best-of- 
three-falls match. 

“Flair has been gearing up for 
this and | think Hogan was caught 
a little by surprise,” one wrestler 
said. “| think Flair has his best 
chance if the match is signed 
soon.

WrestleMania’s his thing 
and he’s always ready for it. But 
Flair’s the better wrestler, and that 
might be hard for Hogan to 
overcome.”

VIVIAN VACHON vs. KAY NOBLE 
October 1971 


Among the most successful female wrestlers of her time was lovely Vivian Vachon, the sister of Maurice 

“Mad Dog” Vachon and Paul “Butcher” Vachon who followed her brothers into the sport in the late ’60s. 

Vachon missed this flying bodypress on tough Kay Noble, but went on to capture a pinfall victory in this 

classic bout at the Chicago Amphitheater. Vachon and her daughter, Julie, were killed in an automobile 
accident near Montreal on August 25, 1991.
